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Morgan County 
man pleads guilty 
in insurance case 

FRANKFORT, Ky., July 1 — 
A Morgan County man has 
pleaded guilty to one felony 
count of insurance fraud after al- 
legedly providing false informa- 
tion to his workers’ compensa- 
tion insurance company. The case 
was investigated by the Ken- 
tucky Public Protection Cabinet’s 
Department of Insurance Fraud 
Investigation Division. 

Sidney L. Allen, 45, of West 
Liberty, had insured his construc- 
tion company with Kentucky 
Employers’ Mutual Insurance 
(KEMI). However, he did not 
have workers’ comp coverage for 
a logging business he also 
owned. 

The alleged fraud was discov- 
ered when an employee was in- 
jured in a logging accident and 
filed a workers’ comp claim with 
KEMI. Investigators said Allen 
falsified documents claiming the 
employee worked for the con- 
struction business and was in- 
jured when he fell off a ladder. 

Allen is scheduled for final 
sentencing Aug. 25 in Morgan 
Circuit Court. According to court 
documents, the commonwealth 
has recommended a sentence of 
five years to be diverted for five 
years, restitution of $109,985 to 
be paid to KEMI prior to sentenc- 
ing, the filing of an anti-fraud 
plan for any business for which 
Allen has an ownership or man- 
agement interest, and a fine of 
$109,985.

Schools mulling 
four-day weeks to 
reduce fuel costs 

An increasing number of 
school districts nationwide are 
contemplating or have already 
converted to four-day school 
weeks, in response to rinsing fuel 
and utility costs. This could be- 
come a major way for schools to 
save money, especially in rural 
districts where busing costs are 
high, but there are disadvantages. 

According to The Courier- 
Journal, multiple school districts 
in Kentucky are considering 
four-day weeks. Pike County 
schools have established a com- 
mittee to investigate the possibil- 
ity. Webster County schools and 
Jenkins Independent Schools in 
Letcher County moved to four- 
day weeks a few years ago and 
extended the length of school 
days to conform with the num- 
ber of required instructional 
hours. The “switch has brought 
about nothing but improvements 
to their systems,” reports, the 
Kentucky Post (which survives 
as a Scripps TV Web site though 
the company has closed the 
newspaper of that name). 

“Just because the four-day 
system may work well in Jenkins 
and Webster, officials at the 
schools warn that the success 
may or may not translate to a 
large school system like Pike 
County,” the state’s largest in 
land area. Still, the four-day 
school week was discussed at 
great length last month during a 
State Board of Education meet- 
ing. “The board was very inter- 
ested in the subject, and we de- 
cided that a future meeting, as 
soon as we can get them on the 
schedule, for districts to come up 
and talk to us” about four-day 
school weeks, Board Chairman 
Joe Brothers told Louisville’s 
WLKY-TV. “It’s an exciting idea 
that’s time has come.”

Applications for 
Crop Disaster 
Pgm. sought 

The Farm Service Agency has 
announced that eligible farmers 
who suffered quality losses to 
their crops in recent years can 
now enroll in the Crop Disaster 
Program 2005-2007 (CDP) at lo- 
cal FSA service centers. 

Only producers who obtained 
crop insurance coverage or cov- 
erage under the Noninsured Crop 
Disaster Assistance Program 
(NAP) for the year of loss will 
be eligible for CDP benefits. Pro- 
ducers must have suffered qual- 
ity losses of at least 25 percent 
to be eligible for CDP Quality 
Loss. The payment rate is set at 
65 percent of the amount of the 
affected crop multiplied by 42 
percent of the per-unit average 
market value in the year in which 
the loss occurred. 

To be eligible for Quality 
Losses, producers must submit 
receipts that contain all three of 
the following items: Price, Pro- 
duction, and Quality affected. 
Quality losses must be due to an 
eligible disaster condition. 

Producers may receive assis- 
tance for both quantity and qual- 
ity losses. However, the total 
quantity and quality assistance, 
together with any crop insurance 
or NAP payment received for the 
same crop and the value of the 
crop production not lost, must not 
exceed 95 percent of the total 
value of the crop absent the di- 
saster.

Rep. Rogers secures funds 
for Operation UNITE 



Anti-drug groups hear presentation 
from Gateway Homeless Shelter 



WASHINGTON, D.C. - Con- 
gressman Harold “Hal” Rogers 
(KY-05) announced today that a 
key committee in the U.S. House 
of Representatives has approved 
$4.45 million for Operation 
UNITE to continue its flourish- 
ing counter-drug initiative in 
southern and eastern Kentucky. 
UNITE employs a successful 
multi-pronged strategy to tackle 
the scourge of drug abuse 
throughout the region using co- 
operative law enforcement ef- 
forts, treatment, and education. 

“Operation UNITE’s innova- 
tive tactics have received acco- 
lades at the local, state and na- 
tional level, and Congress’ con- 
tinued endorsement of this suc- 
cessful program is an indication 
that we are well-poised to con- 
tinue the fight against drugs,” 
said Rogers. “Our community 
has come together like never be- 
fore, and the numbers speak for 
themselves. By uniting the man- 
power and resources of law en- 
forcement officers, citizen 
groups and medical profession- 
als and educating our young 
people on the serious dangers of 
drug use, Operation UNITE is 
truly making a difference in the 
battle against drugs.” 

Operation UNITE, which 
stands for Unlawful Narcotics 
Investigations, Treatment and 
Education, serves 29 counties in 
southern and eastern Kentucky. 
The region-wide program has 
three main tasks: creating re- 
gional drug task forces for inter- 
diction, confiscation and under- 
cover operations; organizing lo- 
cal citizens’ groups and coordi- 
nating drug treatment programs; 
and working with educators to 



expand drug awareness and edu- 
cation programs in local schools. 
With this funding, Rogers has 
directed over $41 million for 
UNITE. 

To date, UNITE detectives 
have confiscated over $8 million 
worth of drugs off the street, in- 
cluding more than 73,300 pre- 
scription pills, nearly 20 pounds 
of cocaine, and over 1 1 pounds 
of methamphetamine. Their ef- 
forts have led to the arrests of 
2,550 drug dealers and a 98% 
conviction rate. Operation 
UNITE also provides non-vio- 
lent offenders and those grap- 
pling with addiction with a sec- 
ond chance — over 1,590 non- 
violent offenders have partici- 
pated in UNITE drug court pro- 
grams, and more than 1,170 in- 
dividuals have received vouch- 
ers for treatment. Finally, Opera- 
tion UNITE continues to educate 
our youth about the dangers of 
drug abuse; to date, 64,595 coun- 
seling sessions have taken place 
with UNITE substance abuse 
counselors.

The Morgan County Agricul- 
tural Development Council is cur- 
rently offering two different grant 
programs for Morgan County 
farmers. Both grants require a 50/ 
50 match. 

The first grant from the Ken- 
tucky Agricultural Development 
Board is the KARE (Kentucky 
Agricultural Relief Effort) pro- 
gram which totals $78,230. The 
purpose of this program is to off- 
set losses from last year’s late 
freeze and subsequent drought. 
Items covered have been deemed 
beneficial as a precautionary and/ 
or recovery expense relative to 
weather related events. 

Eighteen different item cat- 
egories are being offered and in- 
clude on-farm ponds, water 
hookup to municipal lines for 
farm use, forage/pasture develop- 
ment (seed, lime, fertilizer), fenc- 
ing, shade cloth, feeding equip- 
ment and crop insurance premi- 
ums. This opportunity is available 
to all farmers with a Farm Serial 
Number. 

The second grant is the reoc- 
curring Morgan County Agricul- 
tural Development Council Ag 
Menu programs. This year’s to- 
tal is $180,688 from the master 
tobacco settlement funds. Model 



programs to be offered this year 
are Sorghum Production, Cattle 
Handling Facilities, Hay Storage 
and Hay Handling. Hay Handling 
is new this year and will cover 
equipment such as spears, scissor 
jacks, forks and flat bed trailers 
with brakes. 

To be eligible for this grant, 
applicants must provide a Farm 
Serial Number and demonstrate 
dependence on tobacco income 
either by being a current tobacco 
producer or by having partici- 
pated in a buyout agreement. 
Sons or daughters of parent(s) 
who meet the above requirement 
are also eligible. 

Applications for both grant 
programs are available at the 
Morgan County Extension office, 
county judge’s office and various 
farm stores. Applications also 
may be obtained by contacting 
the Extension Service at 606-743- 
3295.

Fluorescent lamps are much more efficient than 
incandescent bulbs and last six to 10 times longer. 
Although fluorescent and compact fluorescent lamps are 
more expensive than incandescent bulbs, they pay for 
themselves by saving energy over their lifetime. 
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CANNING. The need to pre- 
serve food is age-old, and has 
prompted such means as drying, 
salting, freezing or chilling, heat- 
ing, etc. The principle is to de- 
velop within a food — either 
short- or long-term — conditions 
that are unfavorable for the 
growth of microorganisms that 
cause spoilage. 

Canning’s history dates from 
1795 when the government of 
France offered a 12,000-francs 
prize to anyone who could dis- 
cover a practical method of pre- 
serving food — especially 
needed for its army which was 
at war on various fronts. In 1 809, 
Francis Appert, a confectioner 
in Paris, found he could preserve 
certain foods by using glass 
bottles that had been placed for 
a length of time in boiling water. 
Napoleon awarded Appert the 
prize. (Appert had effectively 
sterilized the bottles, but that was 
not understood until about 1860 
when Louis Pasteur’s scientific 
work in bacteriology showed the 
true causes of spoiled food.) 

In 1810, an Englishman ob- 
tained a patent for food preser- 
vation using “vessels of glass, 
pottery, tin and other metals or 
fit materials.” In America, in 
1812, an Englishman named 
Thomas Kensett set up a canning 
factory. He initially used glass 
containers but he and others 
switched to tin cans after 1837, 
a development that proved valu- 
able in both the Gold Rush and 
the Civil War. 

“Canning jars,” more com- 
monly called d”fruit jars,” were 
advertised in Philadelphia as 



early as 1829. For their first half 
century or so the jars were closed 
by a cork stopper sealed with 
wax. The next important Ameri- 
can improvement came in 1855 
when Robert Arthur developed 
an inverted- saucer- shaped tin lid 
that could be fitted into a groove 
in the jar”s mouth, then the 
groove was sealed with wax. A 
zing screw lid was later devel- 
oped by John L. Mason, and 
other developments followed. 
Pottery (or stoneware) jars were 
also in use in the late nineteenth 
century. 

Shown in the accompanying 
photograph are an early cast- 
irowax ladle (owned by my aunt, 
Lucille Nickell Haney of Lexing- 
ton) and a rare wood-handled 
one, together with a stoneware 
canning jar (both owned by 
Lucille’s friend, Beverly 
Rannes). Other implements used 
in canning were special tongs 
used for retrieving lids or jars 



from boiling water, wrench-type 
tools for removing jar lids, and 
metal funnels for filling bottles 
and jars. 

Such implements are not an- 
tiques, yet the art and science of 
canning continues, not all that 
different from earlier times. 

(See the next “Historical 
Notes” for more on canning, a 
discussion of Morgan County’s 
World War II era Cannery.)

EXPLAINING DIABETES 
TO YOUR CHILD 

Explaining diabetes to children does not have to be upsetting or difficult. Open, 
age-appropriate discussions will benefit the whole family, no matter which family 
member has diabetes. 



Where to Start 

When talking about dia- 
betes to your child, try to 
be truthful; responsive to 
questions; realistic about the 
life-long impact of diabetes; 
understanding of your 
child's feelings about the 
disease; and reassuring that 
diabetes is not a punishment for some- 
thing he or she did wrong and that it is 
not contagious. 

When Your Child Has Diabetes 

A child's ability to understand diabetes 
depends on maturity level. Parents are still 
responsible for preschooler's diabetes care, 
but can give simple explanations of dia- 
betes or involve a child by letting him or 
her choose injection or testing sites. The 
elementary and middle school years are a 
transition time when, with parental 
involvement, children can become respon- 
sible for some diabetes care. Teens may 
become lax in their diabetes care, but by 



offering support about dia- 
betes and other age-related 
issues (like sexuality, alcohol 
and drugs), parents can help 
them make better choices. 

Diabetes and Siblings 

It may seem like a child 
with diabetes is receiving all 
the attention. Be sure to set 
aside one-on-one time for each child. 
Siblings can participate in diabetes care, by 
noting glucose results and symptoms of 
low blood sugar. Older children should not 
be pressured to take on too much respon- 
sibility for their siblings' care. 

When a Parent Has Diabetes 

Having a parent with diabetes can gen- 
erate questions ("Will I get diabetes when 
I grow up?") and stir up some fears 
("Could Mommy die from low blood 
sugar?"). Encourage children to voice their 
questions and fears. Then give honest, 
age-appropriate information.

State property 
tax rate for ’08 
set at 12.2 cents 

FRANKFORT, Ky.-The 
Kentucky Department of Rev- 
enue has set the 2008 State Real 
Property Tax Rate at 12.2 cents 
per $100 of assessed value. KRS 
132.020 requires the Department 
of Revenue to set the real prop- 
erty rate no later than July 1 of 
each year. 

This rate is based on the rev- 
enue generated from the increase 
in taxable real property assess- 
ments from 2007 to 2008. If the 
increase in revenue is more than 
4 percent after the exclusion of 
new property added to the tax

roll during 2008, then the prior 
year rate must be reduced. Since 
the assessment increase for 2008 
is estimated at 6.65 percent, the 
state rate will decrease from 12.4 
to 12.2 cents per $100 of assessed 
value to limit the increase in rev- 
enue to 4 percent. 

All of the revenue generated 
from the state property tax rate 
will go into the state’s General 
Fund.

Social Security And 
Baseball 

Baseball is America’s pastime. 
It is also a game known for its 
numbers. Joe DiMaggio’s 56- 
game hitting strike, Cal Ripken’s 
record of 2,632 consecutive 
games played and Hank Aaron’s 
755 career homeruns all tell sto- 
ries much larger than the numbers 
themselves. Mention any one of 
these numbers to a baseball fan, 
and you are sure to call to mind 
memories and anecdotes. 

Social Security’s numbers tell 
stories too. The first lump sum 
Social Security payment was 
made to Ernest Ackerman in 1937 
for the whopping amount of 
$0.17. That was not a bad return, 
considering Mr. Ackerman only 
worked one day and contributed 
$0.05 in Social Security taxes 
before retiring. The first monthly 
social Security check went to Ida 
May Fuller in January 1940, for 
$22.54. Miss Fuller lived to 100, 
which means she collected Social 
Security benefits for 35 years. 

In 2008, over 50 million 
Americans will receive nearly 
$614 billion in Social Security 
benefits. That is one of out of 
every $5 spent by the federal gov- 
ernment. The average monthly 
benefit for a retired worker in 
2008 is $1,079 - a far cry from 
Miss Fuller’s $22.54. 

Social Security benefits repre- 
sent about 40 percent of income 
for the elderly. Ninety percent of 
Americans age 65 and older re- 
ceive Social Security benefits. 

An estimated 164 million 
workers are covered under Social 
Security - that is 96 percent of 
the workforce. And Social Secu- 
rity is more than just retirement 
benefits. Disabled workers and 
their dependents account for 18 
percent of the total benefits paid, 
while survivor’s benefits account 
for 13 percent. Almost one in four 
workers will become disabled 
before reaching age 67 and the 
majority of these workers have no 
long-term disability insurance 
besides their Social Security ben- 
eficiary. That number will de- 
crease to 2.1 workers per benefi- 
ciary in 2034. By that time, there 
will be almost twice as many 
older Americans as there are to- 
day.

have applied for retirement ben- 
efits the fast, easy, convenient 
way - online.

“The name of the festival 
comes from the Old Mill Park be- 
cause there was a grist mill near 
the river and you could buy fresh 
ground corn meal. ” 

Lanny Franklin 
BMP: Where were you born 
and raised? 

Lanny: I was born in West 
Liberty, Kentucky and have lived 
here all my life. I am a retired 
banker with 39 years on the job 
and my wife and I have also 
owned the local cinema for 36 
years. It is one screen, but we 
have been successful. 

BMP: When and where did 



your first festival begin? 

Lanny: The festival started in 
my backyard. Each Sorghum Fes- 
tival I would have a pig roast and 
several local bluegrass bands. 
Each year it got bigger and big- 
ger and we had to move it to the 
Old Mill Park, which is just 
across the street from my house. 
I went to tourism and they gave 
me a grant, as well as the Com- 
mercial Bank and many local 
business places. The first festival 
was in the park without a stage- 
just a gazebo for the bands. It was 
very successful even though we 
had no national bands— we have 
some great local bands. The first 
name band, so to speak, was the 
late Homer Ledford and Cabin 
Creek. That was the turning point. 
Since then we have had all the big 
names in bluegrass— Dr. Ralph 
Stanley, Doyle Lawson & Quick- 
silver, The Osborne Brothers, 
Larry Sparks, The Dillards, Illrd 
Tyme Out, Mountain Heart, Sel- 
dom Scene and the list goes on 
and on. Blue Highway and Paul 
Williams and The Victory Trio are 



our featured bands this year. 

BMP: what else can attendees 
expect this year? 

Lanny: The Old Mill Festival 
is the second weekend in July. 
This year it is July 12 and 13, Sat- 
urday and Sunday. This is the 
13th festival and I must tell you 
that it is a free festival— no admis- 
sion charged ever. Concession are 
taken care of by churches and 
civic groups. All monies go to the 
churches or charity. No one gets 
paid except for the bands and the 
soundman. Inmates from the lo- 
cal state prison are very helpful. 
First of all, they keep the park in 
tip-top shape and they mow all of 
the park. As in any festival there 
are a lot of up-front things to be 
done and the prison is always 
ready to help. This year we will 
have new seating. As before, lawn 
chairs were the seating or you 
could sit on the ground. In any 
event, there is plenty of room for 



any way you prefer to sit. Since 
the first festival, tourism has built 
a stage that has added much to the 
festival. So many people return 
each year and they expect to see 
local bands as well as national 
bands and they know that it is 
free. The food booths serve ev- 
erything from soup beans and 
com bread to fish sandwiches and 
much more. 

BMP: What is your favorite 
festival memory? 

Lanny: My favorite memory 
is when I saw Dr. Ralph Stanley’s 
bus coming down the driveway 
to the stage area and I knew that I 
was responsible for him being 
there. We have been close friends 
for many years. He never forgets 
my name and I guess this was the 
highlight of my career— getting to 
introduce Dr. Ralph and his band 
just after we gave him the key to 
the city.
